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1. A Chinese Commmist delegation is now in Prague negotiating a new trade treaty. 
Under it the Chinese will export mainly raw materials such as chrome, tin, 
tungsten, wool, cotton and raw hides. The Czechs will export machinery, textiles 
and other finished goods. To carry their exports to China the Czechs have 
‘ghartered three ships, including a 6,000-ton ship scheduled to leave Gdynia, ~ 
Poland, on 10 January 1952 with a Czech crew.
